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MILK  PRODUCTION,  DISPOSITION  &  INCOME  1982 


A  record  high  136  billion  pounds  (61.6  million  metric  tons)  of  milk  was 
produced  during  1982,  2  percent  more  than  the  previous  record  output 
established  during  1981.  This  record  production  was  the  result  of  a  new 
record  high  in  the  output  per  cow  of  12,316  pounds,  139  pounds  more  than 
1981.  The  annual  average  number  of  cows  was  11.0  million  head,  1  percent 
above  the  1981  average  of  10.9  million  head. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  milk  and  cream  during  1982  were  also  at  a 
new  record  high  of  $18.3  billion,  1  percent  above  1981.  Larger  marketings 
more  than  offset  the  18  cent  per  hundredweight  reduction  in  producer  price. 
Producer  returns  averaged  $13.69  per  hundred  pounds  of  milk  sold.  Marketings 
totaled  133  billion  pounds  (60.5  million  metric  tons)  milk  equivalent,  2 
percent  above  the  1981  utilization.  Marketings  include,  whole  milk  and 
producer-separated  cream  sold  to  plants  and  dealers  as  well  as  milk  sold 
directly  to  consumers. 

An  estimated  2.35  billion  pounds  (1.07  million  metric  tons)  of  milk  were 
used  on  farms  where  produced,  2  percent  more  than  1981.  Calves  were  fed  64 
percent  of  the  total  with  the  remainder  consumed  in  producers  households  as 
fluid  milk,  cream  and  butter.
